Beef bull 
program 
underway 


The llth annual Beef Bull Performance Test 


began Tuesday at the Southwest Branch Ex- 
periment Station of the University of Arkansas, 
with 60 bulls from 24 registered breeders being 
consigned for the six-month program. 


Property taxation 
methods slammed 


Cecil M. Bittle, assistant 


director in charge, said the 
breeders consign the bulls to 
the station for the purpose of 
feeding to determine the rate of 
weight gain and feed efficiency 
of each bull. 


In order to determine these 


figures, Bittle said, each bull is 
fed to capacity in individual 
stalls and weighed every 28 
days during the test period. A 
degree of the performance of 
these traits are inherited, 
thereby enabling the producer 
to use the bulls or the herdsires 
from which they came, to 
upgrade the performance of his 
herd, he said. 


Over the years, Bittle said, 


this has the eilect of upgrading 
the cattle, as a whole, in South- 


west Arkansas. 


Cattle farmers from this area 


who have consigned bulls to the 
station include Lacie Howe 
(two Angus) and Ned Purtle 
(four horned Herefords), both 
of Hope; and E. W. Allen of 
Emmet, (one polled Hereford). 


Bittle also announced that 


"This spring a group of 
producers and business men 
raised $6,000 to expand the 
existing 40-bull testing barn to a 
60-bull unit." Marion Crank of 
Foreman was chairman of the 
drive. 


Heading the drive here were 


Vincent Foster and Ned Purtle. 


Many 
individuals 
and 


businessmen donated to the 
project, Bittle said. 


LITTLE ROCK1AP) *-The 


consensus that existing proper- 
ty taxation methods are unsa- 
tisfactory seemed to be the out- 
come Tuesday of a hearing 
held by the state Committee to 
Study School Finance and the 
Property Tax. 


Billy Lindsey, a St. Francis 


county farmer, and state Rep. 
John Bethell of Des Arc said 
that the current taxing system 
discriminated 
againt 
land- 


owners. 


"Try explaining to a farm 


owner than an acre of land 
worth $400 returning a rental of 
$24 a year should be taxed and 
that a |400 investment in stocks 
or bonds that pays a 6 per cent 
dividend or $24 a year should 
be excused frm taxation on the 
grounds that it would be con- 
fiscatory," Lindsey said. 


Bethel said that if counties 


taxed intangible properties as 
the Constitution required, the 
financial problems of the public 
school would be largely solved. 


They were testifying before 


the Itonember state committee 
Gov. Dale Bumpers appointed 


to recommend solutions to cur- 
rent and anticipated problems 
of education. 


One item that has been dis- 


cussed by the committee is the 
possible creation of standards 
to determine whether a person 
can qualify for the office of as- 
sessor, which, applying a for- 
mula, decides the value of 
property in a county. 


The valuation of property af- 


fects the amount of tax the 
property owner must pay, and, 
therefore, 
determines 
how 


much money is available for 
education, which relies heavily 
on the property tax for financ- 
ing public schools. 


Courts have knocked down 


property assessment proce- 
dures similar to Arkansas' sys- 
tem because of inequities and 
have declared unconstitutional 
the way that property taxes 
have been used in financing 
schools. The property tax has 
not 
been 
declared 
uncon- 


stitutional as a means of fi- 
nancing education. 


Ross said that local voters 


through the election process de- 


termine the qualifications of as- 
sessors. 


Representatives 
of timber 


owners and cattlemen told the 
committee that the property 
tax system treated their prop- 
erty inequitably. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Like 


a jilted lover in no hurry to get 
stung again, George McGovern 
is taking his time as he looks 
for his second Democratic run- 
ning-mate in three weeks.

Eagleton of Missouri is Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine. 


The 1968 Democratic vice- 


presidential candidate is gener- 
ally acceptable to all elements 
of the party, and he is already 
well known nationally. Muskie, 
a Catholic and a New Englan- 
der, would provide balance for 
McGovern, a Midwestern Meth- 
odist. 


Idaho's Sen. Frank Church, a 


Protestant, seemed to throw 
cold water on speculation he 
might receive the nod. He rec- 
ommended 
McGovern 
find 


someone who would add more 
variety to the ticket. 


Besides Muskie and Church, 


speculation has centered on for- 
mer Democratic National Com- 
mitteeJZhairman Lawrence F 
O'Brien, Boston Mayor Kevin 
White and R. Sargent Shriver, 
one-time Peace Corps director. 
And the name of Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy—who says he 
doesn't want the job—continues 
to crop up. 


The 58-year-old Muskie would 


seem to best fit the require- 
ment of being noncontroversial. 


A Muskie spokesman said 


Tuesday night that the Maine 
senator, who himself was a 
candidate for the presidential 
nomination until shortly before ' 
the balloting in Miami Beach 
last month, had received no 
word from the McGovern camp 
that he was under considera- 
tion. 


Still another clue came from 


Michigan Democratic Chair- 
man James McNeely who said

McClellan confirmed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U. S. Senate today confirmed 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
as chairman of the powerful 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, marking the first time 
that a senator from Arkansas 
has attained the position. 


McClellan, who faces Re- 


publican opposition in his bid 
for a sixth term, has served on 
the Appropriations Committee 
for 24 years a»4 has been its 


ranking Democratic member 
since Jan. 28, 1971. He was 
named to fill the position left 
vacant by the death of Sen. Al- 
len J. Ellender of Louisiana. 


The Appropriations Com- 


mittee generally determines 
where and how the federal gov- 
ernment spends its revenues. 


"I am proud to accept this 


honor on behalf of the people of 
Arkansas," McClellan said. 
"This new committee assign- 


ment comes at a time of in-* 
creasing debate over our fiscal 
policies and our commitments 
both at home and abroad. 


"When the next U. S. budget 


is presented to Congress in 
January, I shall carefully ex- 
amine and analyse it with a 
view to reducing expenditures 
in any area where it is possible 
and practicable to do so," 
McClellan said.

Kissinger's back 
from peace talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hen- 


ry Kissinger is back from Paris 
and a renewed effort to break 
the Vietnam peace talks stale- 
mate. 


A White House spokesman 


said President Nixon's assistant 
for national-security affairs re- 
turned Tuesday night from the 
secret talks with Hanoi Polit- 
buro member Le Due Tho and 
Xuan Thuy, head of North Viet- 
nam's Paris delegation. 


Kissinger, who has mad<! 14 


previous trips to the French 
capital for private talks, re- 
layed a terse report to Nixon 
before boarding an Air Force 
jet for the return flight to 
Washington. He will give the 
President a more detailed ac- 
count today at the White House. 


White House officials and 


North Vietnamese spokesmen 
in Paris refused to discuss de- 
tails of the talks. 


Kissinger flew to Paris on 


Monday—four days after Nixon 
told a news conference "we 
hope to do everything we can to 
bring this war to an end" in the 
three months before the elec- 
tion. 


Nixon also said then, "The 


chance for a negotiated settle- 
ment is better now than it has 
ever been." 


But he said end-the-war reso- 


lutions in Congress are encour- 
aging Hanoi to stall on produc- 
tive talks. And, without men- 
tioning names, he implied that 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovem's state- 
ments on Vietnam are under- 
cutting efforts to negotiate a 
settlement. 


One aim of Kissinger's recent 


travels—he was in Paris two 
weeks ago for another round of 
secret talks—appears to be con- 
vincing the North Vietnamese 
they should talk seriously now 
rather than waiting the out- 
come of the November election. 


But before the new trip, asso- 


ciates indicated that Kissinger 
was not optimistic on the 
chance of progress. 


Tuesday's secret meeting was 


believed to have taken place in 
a house provided by the French 
government in the suburbs of 
Paris. The two-ay nlange an- 
nouncement by White Houat 
press secretary Ronald L. Ztag- 
ler said only that Kissinger waa 
in Paris meeting with tint two

Credentials Committee mem- 


bers appointed Tuesday have 
been alerted to meet as early 
as Sunday night or Monday to 
clear the way for the full com- 
mittee to convene in midweek, 
said Helen Rees of Brookline, 
Mass., a member of the Cre- 
dentials panel. 


Hie national committee may 


start its deliberations even be- 
fore all the states have named 
their delegates. Only a major- 
ity vote is needed to replace 


Eagle ton. 


DNC Chairman Jean West- 


wood didn't rule out this possi- 
bility in a news conference 
Tuesday but she said "most 
Democrats realize the urgency 
of this question and most are 
moving to select their members 
as soon as possible." 


The task of selecting a run- 


ning-mate for presidential nom- 
inee George McGovern fell to 
the committee after Eagleton 
withdrew Monday night. He 
and McGovern agreed that de- 
bate over Eagle ton's medical 
history was overriding dis- 
cussion of campaign issues. 


McGovem is expected to rec- 


ommend Eagle ton's successor 
within the next few days, but 


the ultimate decision is up to 
the committee. 


The DNC staff continued call- 


ing state party officials late 
Tuesday to urge them to speed 
up the selection process, if pos- 
sible. 


At that time, 18 states still 


had to choose at least one more 
committee delegate, and New 
York had to select eight, Penn- 
sylvania five, Illinois seven, 
and Michigan and Texas three 
more each.

SAIGON (AP) — North Viet- 


namese forces pounded South 
Vietnamese marines on the 
edges of Quang Tri City Tues- 
day night and today with more 
than 1,000 rounds of artillery, 
rockets and mortars, the South 
Vietnamese command reported. 


Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, the 


chief spokesman for the Saigon 


command, said it was the heav- 
iest enemy shelling since the 
South Vietnamese launched 
their drive into Quang Tri 
Province five weeks ago. 


Hien said the North Vietnam- 


ese also made ground assaults. 
He reported eight of Saigon's 
marines were killed and 28

A senior South Vietnamese 


officer also was killed. 


The U.S. Command said it 


withheld the announcement un- 
til the adviser's body was re- 
covered today and his death 
was confirmed. 


South Vietnamese forces con- 


tinued their sweep near Cai Be 
and reported finding 17 graves 
containing the bodies of 130 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong killed in a B52 strike. 


In announcing the loss of the 


two Air Force Phantoms, the 
U.S. 
Command said the two 


MIGs that downed one of them 
were subsequently shot down 
by other Phantoms. The down- 
ing of the MIGs had been re- 
ported on Sunday by the U.S. 
Command, but no announce- 
ment was made then that one 
of them had shot down a U.S. 
plane because a search was 
still on for the American fliers, 
spokesmen said.

Namath signs two 
year NFL contract 


HEMPSTEAD, N.Y. (AP) - 


If Joe Namath is the highest 
paid quarterback in pro foot- 
ball, he'snot telling anyone—at 
least not the general public. 


"No figures will be given. I 


don't think that's necessary," 
the New York Jets' quarter- 
back told a press conference 
Tuesday after he signed a two- 
year contract with the National 
Football League team. 


However, sources said the 


pact is worth $500,000—making 
the flamboyant Namath the 
highest paid player in pro foot- 
ball history. 


Namath appeared at the con- 


ference with Jets' President 
Phil Iselin and Coach Weeb 
Ewbank and vowed to "contin- 
ue playing as long as I am able 
to contribute to the team. Even 
if injured, I'd have another op- 
eration and then come back." 


Hampered by injuries most of 


his pro career, Joe missed 19 


Jets games in the past two sea- 
sons. In 1970 he was sidelined 
with a broken wrist and missed 
most of last season after rein- 
juring his left knee when he 
missed a tackle in the Jets' 
first exhibition game. 


Namath has said recently he 


would participate in training 
camp routines but would not 
play in exhibition or regular 
games without a pact. He said 
he should be paid more than 
any other quarterback because 
"I can play better than anyone 
else." 


Asked if the terms of the new 


agreement fulfilled his wish, 
Namath replied, "I don't know. 
I've never seen anybody else's 
contract."

Technician program for am- 
bulance crews. 


This training is required for 


all ambulance workers. This is 
an 80-hour course and there are 
three-hour sessions held at 
night. Mary Turner is the 


resident instructor and visiting 
lecturers come to teach in their 
fields. 


Dr. Harris emphasized the 


need for prompt and efficient 
care at the scene of the accident 
before moving the victim to the 
hospital and said seeing that 
breathing 
passages 
were 


unobstructed and controlling 
loss of blood were the two most 
vital things to be done. He went 
on to say that trained people 
were needed for removal of 
victims from wrecks if Ore or 
drowning demanded immediate 
action. Twenty two people are 
now taking the course and 
seven are from Hempstead 
County-four from the am- 
bulance service and three from 
the Hempstead Rescue Unit. 
The others are from neigh- 
boring towns.

aid course. This course has

Telegraph Co. in cooperation 
with the Red Cross for their 
employes. 


Multi-media, that is, film, 


lecture, practice and work

process. Sgt. Davis has had the 
course plus additional training 
and is a qualified first aid in- 
structor. 


As more people become in- 


terested and take the course 
more instructors for industry 
will be available. 


Hope Kiwanis Club takes look at Hope In 1906

Crit Stuart III, a descendent 


of one of the pioneer families of 
Hempstead County, was the 
guest speaker at Tuesday's 
Kiwanis Club meeting. He was 
introduced by his grandfather. 
Kiwanian Crit Stuart ST. 


Stuart stated that while a 


student at the University of 
Arkansas he recently chanced 
to read an article on Hope in the 
December 6th, 1906 issue of the 
Arkansas Gazette and was 
intrigued by it. He felt that with 


the Centennial Celebration of 
Hope coming up, the Kiwanians 
might be interested in the Hope 
of 1906. 


Before there was a Hope 


there were three thriving 
communities in Hempstead 
County. Fulton, Spring Hill, and 
Washington, but by invitation 
and 
encouragement 
the 


railroad came to this area, and 
a depot was built in 1873, 
followed by the incorporation of 
Hope in 1875. 


In 1904 Hope's population was 


2.400 and in 1906. just two years 
later, it had grown to 5,000. 


In 1906 30.000 bales of high 


grade cotton were brought to 
Hope 
from 
the 
farms 


surrounding the community 
and 70,000 additional bales were 
shipped into Hope by rail, no 
doubt due to the fact that the 
Hope Cotton Compress was 
located here. The quality of that 
cotton was so good that it was 
quoted 
on 
the 
Liverpool 


market. 


In & period of just about two 


years 200,000 peach trees were 
planted in the area and the fruit 
sold largely through the Hope 
market. 


Alfalfa hay was a leading 


crop of the day, and its quality 
was such that one producer of 
the county, D. M. Goodlet, won 
the 1st prize for alfalfa hay at 
the St. Louis Worlds Fair. Some 
poultry and cattle were also 
raised for the market in and 


around Hope. 


In 
1906 Hope 
had 
its 


municipally-owned water 
works, and a sewer system was 
under construction. The Post 
Office was handling an average 
of 27,000 pieces of mail a month. 
There were three banks in 
Hope, The Hempstead County 
Bank and Trust Company with 
deposits of $225,000, the Citizens 
National Bank with $280,000. 
and the Bank of Hope, now the 
First National Bank, with 


deposits of $150,000. 


Stuart listed some of the 


major businesses of the day, 
one of which operates today 
under the same name, Hope 
Brick Works, and two others 
with only slightly changed 
names. Ivory Handle Company. 
and Hope Bottling Works, now 
Hope Coca Cola 
Bottling 


Company. 


"In 1906 Hope was a forward 


looking community even as she 
is today", said Stuart.
